“The devil to pay" is a common 

enough expression, but how. many 
people know that it is nautical in 
origin? According to “Naval 
Customs and Traditions,” by Rear- 
Admira] Gerard Wells (Philip Al- 
lan, 88. 6d.), the complete saying 
should be: “The devil to pay and 
only half a bucket of piteh.”. The’ 
“devil” was a “very large, impor- 
tant, and difficult. seam of the ship 
to caulk, and half a bucket cf pitch 
would be totally inadequate to ‘pay’ 
it.” To “pay,” by the way, means 
to pour in hot pitch after caulk-. 
ing, to defend the oakum from the 
wet, and is derived: from poix, the 
French word for pitch.’ 


Loggerheada. 
It is probable that “the devil to 


.| pay” hadhalf-a-dozen other sug- 


gosted » origins—what ‘old. saying 
hasn't?—-but there is no denying 
the ingenuity of this one. Rear- 
Admiral . Well’s book.is full of 
similar instances. We often hear, 
for example, of. people “coming to 
loggerheads.” But happily they 
rarely do it literally. 


Loggerheads were heavy’ iron 
{bars which were heated and 
then used to melt the, pitch 


for caulking. It is obvious 
that in an argument - they 
proved to be most useful weapons. 

When they “came to loggérheads” 
at sea, one imagines, the decks ‘were 
speedily cleared for action! 

Many expressions, although they 
stil] survive in the saflor’s voca- 
bulary, have completely lost' their 
original meaning. :Most : of them, 
date back to the old dayn of sail- 


‘ling ships, often hundreds of years. 


The term: .forecastle came 
“into use in the twelfth cen- 
tury, when castles, similar to 


the war buildings on shore, were 
added both fore and aft to Norman 
ships. 

A survival of the nomenclature 


- of “after castle” {3 found in the 


manner in'which the gear of the 
quarterdeckmen is marked, name- 
ly “AX.” as opposed to that of the 
forecastlemen, which ‘is marked 
“FX.” It has survived probably 


because it is much easier to cut 
AX with a service knife than QD 
(quarterdeck). 


Early Midstipmen.
